The first step to eo provide insurance 
for the unemployed came with the 
introduction of a bill by Rep Darin 
of Rfver Rouge.

influence on business in general, !

-The hearing on a tobacco tax bill 
was productive of more definite 
xyesults, Senator Peter Lennon of 
Genesee county, after —hearing the 
numerous, varied and forceful pro- 
tests, decided to withdraw the meas- 
ure.
